AN EASY DESIGN FOR TRIMMING CHILDREN’S 
CLOTHES 


Altho u g h simplicity is a fu ndamental 
tho u g ht in making children's clo thes, a 
little trimming is permissible. 
A simple 
desig n fo r hand embro idery o r braid, u sed 
o n the plainest o f dresses, adds distinctio n 
and indiv idu ality . 
This desig n, nu mber 14240, which is o r.2 
and o ne-half inches wide, is su itable fo r 
o n applied bands, co llars o r bertha*, 
o n children’s dresses o r su its o f pi<ju 6, 
white o r co lo red linen, swim, law a o r 
challis. 
It may also be u sed o n ladies2- 
o r misses* waists, dresses, and su its o f 
linen, lawn, net o r wo o l material. The 
desig n may be dev elo ped in co rd, braid 
o r o u tline-stitch in the co lo r o f the g ar­ 
ment. 
There are two widths o f this desig n 
in the pattern, three qu arters o f an inch 
and o ne and o ne-half inches wide, thro e 
y ards o f each are g iv en fo r ten cents. 
The wider bo rder is illu strated o n dres3 
8 230, which is cu t in sizes six , eig ht, ten, 
twelv e and fo u rteen y ears. 
If co rd is u sed it sho u ld be sewed o n 
by hand with small co u ching stitches which 
span it at reg u lar and frequ ent interv als 
thro u g ho u t its leng th. 
When it is neces­ 
sary to cu t the co rd, abo u t half an inch 
sho u ld be allo wed and a bo le sho u ld be 
made in the material with a stilleto , 
thro u g h which the co rd sho u ld be pu shed 
and fastened with a few stitches o n the 
u nder side. 
The co ro natio n co rd sho u ld, 
be sewed o n with small co u ching -stitches 
acro ss its narro w po rtio ns, u sing mercer­ 
ized co tto n o r silk, acco rding to the natu re 
o f the braid emplo y ed. 
So u tache braid sho u ld be sewed o n 
by band with tiny back-stitches taken 
thro u g h the middle o f the braid. A par­ 
ticu larly attractiv e effect is g ained if the 
braid, instead o f being sewed fiat, 
is stitched o n o ne edg e so that it 
stands u p straig ht. 
This may be 
clo ne by hand by taking a sho rt 
stitch o n the rig ht side and a lo ng 
stitch o n the back. 
If this desig n is to 
be u sed o n 
net, do no t try to stamp it o n the 


material blit haste the tissu e paper 
pattern to the net and wo rk o v er 
this. 
The paper can be to rn away 
when finished and it g iv es a firm 
fo u ndatio n fo r wo rking .

AN EASY DESIGN FOR TRIMMING CHILDREN'S 


CLOTHES 


Although simplicity is a fundamental 


thought in making children's clothes, a, 
little trimming is permissible. A simple- 
design for hand embroidery or braid, used 
on the plainest of dresses, adds distinction 
and individuality. 


This design, number 14240, which is ona 


and one-half inches wide, is suitable for 
vse on applied bands, collars or berthas, 
on children's dresses or suits of piijue, 
white or colored linen, swiss, la\v:i or 
challis. It may also be used on ladiea*- 
or misses' waists, dresses, and suits of 
linen, lawn, net or wool material. The 
design may be developed in cord, braid 
or outline-stitch in the color of the gar- 
ment. There are two widths of this design 
in the pattern, three quarters of an inch 
and one and one-half incites wide, three 
yards of each are given for ten cents. 
The wider border is illustrated on dress 
8239, which is cut in sizes six, eight, ten, 
twelve and fourteen years. 


If cord is used it should be sewed on 


by hand with small couching stitches which, 
span it at regular and frequent intervals 
throughout its length. When it is neces- 
sary to cut the cord, about half an incli 
should be allowed and a hole should be 
made in the material with a stilletn, 
through which the cord should be pushed 
and fastened with a few stitches on the 
under side. The coronation cord should 
be sewed on with small couching-stitches 
across its narrow portions, using mercer- 
ized cotton or silk, according to the naturo 
of the braid employed. 
Soutache braid should be sewed on. 


by hand with tiny back-stitches taken, 
through the middle of the braid. A par- 
ticularly attractive effect is gained if the 
braid, instead of being sewed flat, material but baste the tissue papel 
is stitched on one edge so that it 
stands up straight. 
This may be 


done by hand by taking a short 
stitch on the right side and a long 
stitch on the back. 
If this design is to be used on 


net, do not try to stamp it on the 


pattern to the net and work over 
this. The paper can be torn away 
when finished and it gives a firm 
foundation for working.
